Signals.  The  draught  of  water  is  indicated  by  the  Admiralty 
on  the  Northside  of  the  entrance  of  the  Waterway. 


About  half  tide  or  3  or  4  hours  before  the  calculated  time  for 
lowwater,  the  so  called  Agger  often  sets  in,  which  means  a  rise  of 
water,  of  2  a  3  c.M.,  and  then  such  a  tide  causes  as  it  were  two  different 
effects  at  low  water  the  first  sometimes  being  lower  than  the  second. 


Captains  of  Steamers  and  vessels  can  report  at  Sea  by  the 
International  Signal-System;  this  Signal-System  having  been 
introduced  by  Mr.  JDirkzwager  at  HOEK  VAN  HOLLAND.  2/6  is 
charged  for  each  report,  exclusive  of  telegram  expenses.

The  timesignal-apparatus  stands  on  the  Poortgebouw  (Gate¬ 
building)  at  the  entrance  of  the  Binnenhaven  (Inner  harbour.) 
It  is  composed  of  four  disks  or  valves ,  as  a  rule  lying  hat,  but 
which  are  set  up  in  a  vertical  position  at  5  minutes  to  twelve  a.  m. 
and  again  take  their  horizontal  position  exactly  at  noon  according 
to  the  local  time. 

The  Eastern  longitude  is  0°  17m  59°  so  that  the  moment  of  noon 
at  which  the  signal  is  given  corresponds  to  23°  42ra  1°  average 
time  at  Greenwich. 

The  signal  is  given  in  accordance  with  the  hour  of  twelve 
indicated  by  an  astronomical  clock,  which  is  compared  telegraphically 
twice  a  week  with  the  time  of  the  observatory  at  Leyden  through 
the  medium  of  the  adjusters  of  nautical  instruments  in  that  place. 

The  timesignal  is  not  given  on  Sundays  and  holidays. 

On  all  working  days  between  the  hours  of  9  and  4  opportunity 
is  given  to  regulate  time-pieces  in  accordance  with  the  aforesaid  clock.

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Steamers  and  Sailingships  can  be  moored  at  the  buoys  halfway 
between  Rotterdam  and  Hoek  van  Holland,  opposite  to  the 
East  point  of  Rozenburg,  See  chart  D  (m)  for  loading  and 
discharging  gunpowder,  dynamite  etc. 

Without  the  special  permission  of  the  managing  Engineer  of 
the  Waterway,  only  30  hours  mooring  are  allowed  to  each  ship. 

Steamers  and  Sailing  ships  drawing  more  than  68  decimeters 
(22  feet)  can  be  moored  at  the  East  point  of  Rozenbukg  and 
those  drawing  more  than  78  decimeters  (25  feet  6)  at  Hoek 
van  Holland. 

Without  the  special  permission  of  the  managing  Engineer  of 
the  Waterway  only  15  hours  mooring  are  allowed  to  each  ship. 

For  all  this  mooring  no  charges  are  incurred  except  expenses 

of  mooring. 


In  1887  a  Salvage  Company  has  been  established  in  Rotterdam. 
See  Advertisement  page  8  etc. 

This  Company  have  sufficient  plant  at  their  disposal  for  raising 
or  towing  off  ships  of  any  tonnage  and  for  salving  cargoes  of 
any  description. 

The  plant  is  kept  for  immediate  use  at  Maassluis  and  Hoek 
van  Holland. 

They  also  work  all  along  the  Dutch  and  Belgian  coasts, 
having  agents  at  all  outports,  who  make  agreements  for  salvage  etc. 

Particular  attention  is  called  to  the  enormous  pumping  and 
lifting  power  of  their  plant  which  by  the  aid  of  the  electric  light  can 
he  worked  without  interruption  during  the  night. 

A  large  number  of  small  craft  are  always  at  hand  at 
Maassluis  to  discharge  cargo  etc. 


Captains  of  Steamers  are  strongly  advised,  not  to  proceed  to 
Sea  unless  their  ships  are  cleared  out  either  at  Rotterdam 
or  Maasluis. 

Steamers  or  Ships  which,  on  arrival  in  this  country  are  put 
under  quarantine,  have  to  be  cleared  inwards  at  Maassluis. 


September  11th  1877.  Resolution.  All  Steamers  or  ships, 
coming  in  by  the  New-Waterway,  can  either  proceed  direct  to 
the  place  of  discharge,  or  get  customhouse-officers  on  hoard  at 
Hoek  van  Holland  or  Maassluis. 


SCOTT’S  CODE  1896  USED. 
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Steamers  and  ships  going  to  sea  by  the  New-Waterway, 
will  be  cleared  out  or  sealed  up  or  put  under  conveyance  of 
officers  at  or  from  the  place  of  discharge. 


The  charges  for  conveyance  are  abolished. 

Inward-bound  steamers  must  sound  three  blasts  of  the  whistle 
at  night,  in  the  day  time  they  must  hoist  the  flag  half-mast,  for  taking 
the  officers  on  board  or  putting  them  ashore  at  Hoek  van  Holland. 

Captains  are  strongly  advised  not  to  break  the  seals,  when 
lying  in  the  roads;  they  have  only  to  make  an  application  to  the 
customhouse,  to  have  them  taken  off  and  renewed. 

This  measure  has  nothing  to  do  with  the  pilot-regulations, 
which  remain  as  they  were;  viz.  a  sea-pilot  to  Maassluis  and  the 
River-pilot  from  there  to  the  place  of  discharge  and  from  that 
place  to  Maassluis  where  they  get  another  pilot  to  take  the  ship 
to  sea.  The  latter  only,  if  not  proceeding  to  sea  immediately. 


Ministerial  Resolution. 

The  Minister  of  Finances  has  promulgated  the  following 
regulations  to  be  observed  in  the  execution  of  the  order  in  Council 
of  May  1893,  (State  Calendar  of  Laws  No.  79)  for  vessels  entering  or 
leaving  by  the  New -Waterway  without  calling  at  Hoek  van  Holland. 

I8.*  On  entering  Hoek  van  Holland  a  Manifest,  signed  by  the 
captain  is  to  be  handed  to  the  Customhouse  officers,  for  which 
declarations  forms  are  issued  to  the  captain  free  of  charge. 

Should  it  be  deemed  necessary,  a  watcher  will  be  put  on 
board.  When  the  ship  is  allowed  to  proceed  without  such  control, 
a  certificate  to  that  effect  will  be  delivered  to  the  captain  or 
his  representative. 

2"d  The  captain  must  produce  the  certificate,  whenever  required 
to  do  so  by  the  Revenue  officers  of  the  import  Duties  Establishment, 
and  also  send  it  in  to  those  charged  with  the  outward  clearances. 

3d  When  there  is  no  watcher  on  board  and  the  said  certifi¬ 
cate  cannot  be  produced,  the  Master  will  be  liable  to  a  penalty 
for  infringing  Art.  8 ,  in  connection  with  Art.  205  of  the  General 
Law  of  Aug.  26,  1882.  (State  Calendar  of  Laws  No.  38),  subject 
to  the  provisions  relating  to  force  majeure  in  Art.  17  and  other 
circumstances  beyond  the  control  of  the  Master  of  the  Vessel  or 
his  deputy. 
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4‘h  Ships  outward  bound  by  Hoek  van  Holland,  but  cleared 
at  one  of  the  offices,  mentioned  in  Art.  2  of  the  aforesaid  Order- 
in  Council  and  laden  with  transit  goods  or  merchandise  under 
benefit  of  abatement  of  duty,  or  of  drawback,  will  as  far  as 
possible  be  placed  under  seal  and  watched  at  intervals  from  the 
clearing  office  up  to  Hoek  van  Holland. 

Should  circumstances  require  it,  the  same  precautionary 
measures  will  also  be  applied  to  vessels  carrying  goods  other  than 
the  above  mentioned. 

5th  Captains  are  bound,  both  on  entering  and  leaving  the 
port,  to  afford  the  watchers  or  other  officials  of  the  customs  an 
opportunity  to  board  or  leave  the  ship.  The  necessary  signals 
must  he  given  betimes. 

New  alteration  in  the  regulations  of  May  Vf  1908  art.  2 
(State  Journal  No.  79)  carried  into  effect  since  October  15th  1903. 

„  Captains  are  not  allowed  to  have  any  craft  alongside  or  in 
„tow  both  on  entering  and  leaving  the  New- Waterway  before 
„a.U  customhouse-formalities  have  been  duly  attended  to  at 
„Hoek  van  Holland.  Non-fulfilment  of  this  regulation  will  cause: 

a.  on  entering : 

„that  the  vessel  must  be  cleared-in  there  and  then,  and  cannot 
,, proceed  to  her  destination  as  formerly  and 

b.  on  leaving: 

..that  such  vessel  will  not  in  future  be  cleared-out  neither  at 
..Rotterdam.  Schiedam.  Ylaardingen  or  Maasslnis.” 

6th  The  above  regulations  are  nowise  to  be  deemed  to  invalidate 
any  of  the  provisions  relating  to  the  quarantine  of  inward  bound  vessels.

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NOTICE  to  MASTERS  and  PILOTS  of  STEAMERS. 

In  proceeding  to  Sea  through  the  New  Waterway  during  the  Night, 
kindly  mention  the  name  of  your  ship  in  passing  the  Pilot  Harbour 
at  Hoek  van  Holland  when  asked  by  my  boatmen,  who  come  out 
to  ascertain  same;  and  thus  avoid  delay,  which  would  result  in  not 
properly  reporting. 


Captains  of  steamers  or  ships  should  particularly  note  that 
any  damage  done,  when  in  charge  of  a  pilot,  can  under  no 
circumstances  be  recovered  from  either  the  pilots  or  the  Government 


When,  in  case  of  there  being  no  sailing  pilot-boats  on  the 
cruising  grounds  or  for  any  other  reason,  steamers  are  charged 
by  the  Pilotage  office  with  the  putting  of  pilots  on  board  vessels, 
or  have  to  steam  before  such  vessels  with  one  on  board  by  way 
of  pilotage,  the  said  steamers,  to  show  that  they  carry  pilots  and 
are  duly  qualified  and  appointed  to  render  such  services,  are 
henceforth  to  bead  the  following  distinguishing  marks  or  signals:  — 
By  day,  a  blue  flag  with  a  white  number,  —  and  ut  night,  the 
regulation  side-lights  and  a  white  top-light  with  a  red  top-light 
underneath  and  they  shall  further  show  rapid  short  flashes  to  be 
repeated  at  an  interval  of  15  minutes  at  most.  With  fog,  hazy 
weather,  snow  or  heavy  rain,  they  will  blow  the  siren  at  an 
interval  of  2  minutes  at  most,  followed  after  one  second  by  a  long 
blast  of  the  whistle  and  again  after  a  second  a  long  blast  of  the  siren. 

Lying  at  anchor,  the  Pilot  steamers  give  the  same  signals, 
except  the  side-lights. 


Special  Wreck  Signal .  In  the  event  of  a  wreck  being  at  any 
time  situated  between  the  moles  at  the  Hoek  van  Holland  in  a  position 
obstructing  the  fairway,  the  following  signals  will  be  shown  from 
the  Tidal  signal  staff  (61°59 "N.,  4°6/E.),  until  the  wreck  can  be 
marked  in  accordance  with  the  Netherlands  system  mentioned  in 
North  Sea  Pilot,  part  IV.,  1901,  page  19:— By  day: -A  red  flag. 
By  night:— A  F.  red  Lt. 


Pilots  may  not  exact  more  than  the  fixed  dues. 

They  are  likewise  forbidden  under  any  pretext  whatever,  to 
solicit  any  perquisites  or  presents. 

Captains  of  steamers  and  ships  can,  if  required,  procure 
firstclass  divers  in  Maassluis.

Telephonic  Communication  having  been  established  between 
Hoek  van  Holland  -  Maassluis  and  Maassluis  -  Rotterdam, 
Captains  should  apply  direct  to  the  offices  at  Hoek  van  Holland 
and  Maassluis  to  prevent  delay. 


A  quarantine  station,  barracks  etc.  have  been  erected  below 
Maassluis,  with  a  disinfection-vessel  lying  in  the  river  close  to 
that  establishment. 


Steamers  and  ships  on  the  way  from  sea  via  Maassluis  to 
Rotterdam,  are  only  allowed  to  anchor  off,  the  Road  at  Hoek 
van  Holland  and  the  Road  above  Maassluis  whilst  at  Rot¬ 
terdam  they  must  be  moored  at  the  buoys. 

These  stipulations  are  not  applicable  in  case  of  loading  or 
unforeseen  circumstances. 


Captains  of  steamers  and  ships  entering  by  the  New- Waterway, 
on  being  boarded  by  the  Custom-house  officials  at  Hoek  van 
Holland  should  state  very  minutely,  any  articles  on  board  which 
may  be  liable  to  duty. 

Any  quantity  however  small  should  be  stated  there  and  then 
for  if  any  articles  are  found  after  arriving  in  Rotterdam,  heavy 
fines  are  inflicted. 


Signal  Stations  have  been  established  at  the  light-houses  at 
SCTI EVENI M GEN,  HOEK  VAN  HOLLAND,  GOEREE  and  WESTSCHOUWEN. 

At  these  Signal  Stations  the  international  Code  is  the  only 
Code  recognised. 

Ships  making  their  names  known  will  be  reported.  They 
may  give  any  special  message  which  will  also  be  forwarded  to  the 
address  by  telegraph.

It  is  however  understood  that  for  docking,  pumping  and  undocking,  ships 
of  a  larger  capacity  never  pay  less  than  ships  of  a  smaller  capacity.

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EXTRACTS  from  DUTCH  LAWS, 

REGARDING  PILOTAGE  ETC. 


Extract  from,  tlie 

Official  Journal  of  the  Kingdom  of  the  Netherlands. 


LAW  of  the  20th  August  1859  (Official  Journal  No.  93), 
on  the  pilotage  of  vessels,  navigating  on  the  high 
seas,  as  it  is  read  after  its  modification  by  the  Law 
of  the  6th  April  1875  (Official  Journal  No.  62). 


LAW  of  the  20th  August  1859,  on  the  pilotage  of 
vessels,  navigating  on  the  high  seas. 

Art.  1. 

To  the  State  belongs  the  exclusive  right  of  piloting  sea-vessels  to 
and  from  the  outlets  and  seaports,  as  also  in  the  rivers,  streams, 
navigable  waters  and  canals  of  this  Kingdom;  as  likewise  the 
perception  of  the  pilotage-dues  exacted  for  this  service. 

The  pilotage-service  is  performed  by  pilots  duly  examined  and 
sworn,  provided  with  a  commission  to  that  effect,  and  wearing 
the  badge  of  a  pilot. 

Art.  2. 

The  regulations  for  the  pilotage-service  are  fixed  by  the  King,  by 
a  general  measure  of  the  Government,  in  which  the  obligations  of 
pilots  and  captains  of  vessels,  relative  to  this  service,  are  detailed, 
as  also  the  stipulations  concerning  the  execution  of  the  same. 

The  service  of  local  pilotage  in  the  interior  ports  is  regulated  by 
the  municipal  authorities. 

Art.  3. 

To  this  law  are  subjoined  tariffs,  litt.  A — E,  fixing  the  amount 
of  dues  for  the  pilotage-service  mentioned  in  those  tariffs,  relative 
of  the  districts  of: 

1.  Eems ; 

2.  Terschelling  and  the  Vlie; 

3.  Texel; 

4.  Goedereede  and  Maas; 

5.  Brouwershaven ; 

6.  Mouths  of  the  Schelde. 

The  amount  of  pilotage-dues  is  calculated  according  to  the  vessel’s 
draught  of  water;  in  decimeters,  and  (in  as  much  as  is  thereby 
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stipulated)  according  to  the  summer-  and  winter-service,  under  the 
special  stipulations  relative  to  its  application  in  particular  cases, 
mentioned  in  §§  a — o  detailed  after  the  tariffs. 

A  fraction  of  a  decimeter  greater  than  one  half  is  reckoned  as 
a  whole  decimeter;  but  one  half  of  a  decimeter  or  a  lesser  fractional 
part  is  not  reckoned  as  such. 

The  summer-service  begins  on  the  1st  of  April,  the  winter-service 
on  the  1st  of  October. 

The  pilotage-dues  are  reckoned  according  to  the  season  in  which 
the  voyage  of  the  pilot  with  the  ship  commences;  thus  a  voyage 
commenced  in  the  one  season,  though  ended  in  the  other,  must  be 
paid  according  to  the  former. 

With  respect  to  the  valuation  of  summer  or  winter  dues  for 
inward  bound  vessels,  the  services  of  the  pilot  are  considered  to 
have  begun  from  the  point  where  the  responsability  of  the  pilot 
begins;  being,  in  case  he  should  be  taken  on  board  beyond  the 
limits  of  the  cruising  stations  to  be  fixed  by  the  King,  four  German 
miles,  (29,6  kilometers)  beyond  the  outer  buoys  of  the  outlet  or 
port,  for  which  the  vessel  is  bound. 

Art.  4. 

The  cases,  in  which,  besides  pilotage-dues,  daily-  and  travelling- 
expenses  are  to  be  paid  by  captains  to  pilots,  and  their  amount, 
are  fixed  by  the  King,  by  a  general  measure  of  the  Government. 

Art.  5. 

The  captains  of  inward  or  outward  bound  sea- vessels,  or  such  vessels 
navigating  in  the  rivers  or  inland  waters,  are  obliged,  in  case  the 
pilotage-service  in  those  waters  has  been  fixed  by  a  general  measure 
of  the  Government,  to  employ  the  regular  pilots  and  to  acquit  the 
fixed  pilotage-dues,  with  the  exception  of  the  cases,  mentioned  in 
art.  9  of  this  law. 

In  case  a  captain  has  not  availed  himself  of  the  services  of  a  pilot 
who  might  have  been  obtained,  the  pilotage-dues  must  be  paid  in 
full,  according  to  the  tariff. 

Should  no  pilot  however  be  found  at  the  mouths  of  rivers  at 
the  fixed  stations  or  in  the  outlets,  or  if  it  be  proved  to  have 
been  impossible  to  obtain  one,  no  pilotage-dues  are  exacted;  nor 
either,  when  sailing  up  or  down  the  inland  waters  and  canals  no 
pilot  could  be  procured.  ^ 

Art.  6. 

Captains  of  outward  bound  merchantmen  must,  before  setting  sail, 
pay  the  pilotage-dues  as  also  the  daily-  and  travelling-expenses, 
into  the  hands  of  the  receivers  appointed  for  that  purpose;  for 
inward  bound  vessels  the  same  payments,  must  be  effected  within 
one  month  after  becoming  due. 

Captains  who  cannot  produce  a  receipt  for  the  payment  of  the 


above  mentioned  dues  &c,  or  cannot  justify  their  exemption  from  the 
same,  can  come  to  no  settlement  of  accounts  with  the  direction  of 
the  import-  and  export-duties,  and  cannot  clear  out  their  vessels. 

Those  receipts  are  delivered  free  of  expense. 

Art.  8. 

All  claims  respecting  over-payments  or  insufficiency  of  payment 
for  pilotage-dues,  daily-  and  travelling-expenses,  not  having  been  made 
within  a  twelve-month  after  payment  of  the  same  are  null  and  void. 

Art.  9. 

Are  exempted  from  the  obligation  of  taking  pilots: 

a.  ships  of  war,  whether  Dutch  or  foreign,  carrying  the  requisite 
distinctive  signs; 

b.  vessels  belonging  to  Dutch  or  foreign  yacht  clubs,  recognized  as  such; 

c.  foreign  pilot-boats,  lawfully  licensed  and  carrying  the  requisite 
distinctive  signs; 

d.  vessels  in  the  government  pilotage-service,  or  those  employed 
in  laying  buoys,  yachts,  and  other  vessels  in  the  service  of 
the  Navy  and  dock-yards,  as  also  customhouse-boats; 

e.  life-boats  when  employed  in  that  service; 

f.  inland  vessels,  provided  with  seapassports,  which,  without 
being  bound  for  sea,  or  not  returning  from  a  sea-voyage, 
navigate  in  the  rivers  and  inland  waters; 

h.  steamboats  employed  as  tugs  or  making  experimental  trials  in 
the  outlets  or  inland  waters,  provided  in  both  cases  they  carry 
no  other  goods  nor  persons,  but  such  as  are  comprised  in  the 
ship’s  inventory  and  crew; 

i.  vessels,  sailing  from  an  inland  harbour,  to  be  repaired,  or  after 
having  been  repaired,  returning  without  freight  to  their 
respective  ports; 

k.  vessels  in  ballast  with  a  draught  of  water  under  19  decimeters. 

Art.  11. 

Any  person  not  appertaining  to  the  pilotage-service  and  not 
belonging  to  the  ship’s  crew,  acting  as  a  pilot  on  board  a  vessel,  is 
punished  with  a  fine  of,  from  fifty  to  one  hundred  and  fifty  guilders, 
or  an  imprisonment  of,  from  two  to  six  weeks,  whenever  it  is  proved 
that  outside  the  outlets  at  the  appointed  stations,  in  the  outlets,  or  on  the 
rivers  or  inland  waters  an  authorized  pilot  might  have  been  procured. 

Art.  13. 

The  state  is  not  responsible  for  the  acts  or  negligences  of  pilots 
or  of  the  persons  employed  in  the  pilotage  service,  however  in 
case  of  damages ,  arising  there  from ,  the  whole  or  partial  liberation 
from  pilotage-dues  may  be  obtained,  without  diminishing  the 
personal  responsibility  of  the  person  causing  the  damage.

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REGULATIONS  for  the  application  of  the  tariffs  of 
the  Pilotage-dues. 

§  a.  The  diminution  of  pilotage-dues  allowed  for  vessels  in 
tow,  is  not  applicable,  whenever  merely  on  leaving  or  entering- 
harbour  to  or  from  the  roads,  at  the  commencement  or  end  of  the 
pilotage,  the  assistance  of  the  tug  has  been  required. 

No  surplus  pilotage-dues  are  exacted  for  piloting  a  vessel  in 
and  out  of  port,  whenever  the  pilotage  commences  in  a  harbour 
and  the  voyage  continues  immediately  without  anchoring  in  the 
roads  or  whenever  at  the  end  of  the  pilotage,  the  ship,  without 
anchoring  in  the  roads,  immediately  enters  the  harbour. 

Likewise  no  surplus  dues  are  paid  for  piloting  vessels  entering 
the  Western  Scheld  direct  from  sea  or  coming  down  from  the 
river,  to  Kammekens  roads. 

§  b.  If  a  ship  while  under  the  charge  of  a  pilot  takes  in  or 
discharges  any  cargo,  the  pilotage-dues  are  computed  according  to 
the  vessel’s  draught  of  water  before  unloading  or  after  loading. 

§  c.  Should  a  captain  for  the  greater  safety  of  the  vessel  deem 
it  necessary  to  take  a  second  pilot  on  board,  one  half  of  the 
usual  dues  are  paid  to  the  latter. 

§  cl.  Whenever  through  stress  of  weather,  or  other  circumstances, 
a  pilot-boat  has  not  been  able  to  put  a  pilot  on  board  a  vessel,  but 
has  piloted  the  vessel  by  sailing  before  her,  the  dues  are  paid 
in  full. 

Half  the  dues  are  paid  whenever  a  vessel  having  no  pilot  on 
board,  is  piloted  by  an  other  vessel  having  a  pilot  on  board  sailing 
before  her. 

§  e.  Whenever  a  captain  thinks  fit  to  take  on  board  a  pilot, 
not  commissioned  for  the  outlet  for  which  he  is  bound,  and  after¬ 
wards  obtains  a  regular  pilot,  half  the  dues  and  also  the  expenses 
necessary  to  return  to  his  station  are  to  be  paid  to  the  former, 
and  the  whole  dues  to  the  latter. 

§  /.  One  half  of  the  inward  dues  are  paid  when  no  pilot  could 
be  procured  outside  the  outlets  and  a  pilot  has  tendered  his  services 
within  the  limits  of  the  outer  buoys,  at  the  entrance  of  the  outlet; 
only  one  fourth  of  those  dues  are  paid  when  the  pilot  has  been 
met  with  more  inwardly,  but  within  a  fixed  line  to  be  determined 
by  the  King  and  to  be  found  on  the  hydrographical  charts  of 
the  outlets. 

§  g.  Vessels  entering  accidentally  any  of  the  harbours,  of  this 
kingdom  to  get  fresh  orders,  from  necessity,  or  with  a  view  of 
wintering  therein,  and  return  to  sea  without  shipping  or  unshipping 
any  cargo,  are  charged  only  one  half  of  the  pilotage-dues,  both 
on  entering  and  on  sailing  out. 
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By  unshipping  is  not  understood,  the  unloading,  and  placing  in 
magazine  for  a  short  period  a  small  quantity  of  goods  in  order  to  repair 
the  vessels,  or  for  any  other  valid  reason. 

Should  a  captain  who  may  have  taken  a  pilot  on  board,  dis¬ 
charge  him  without  entering  the  outlet,  only  one  half  of  the  afore 
said  pilotage-dues  are  to  be  paid. 

§  h.  For  ships  or  vessels  bound  for  the  Netherlands  ports, 
which,  in  order  to  lighten,  first  touch  at  one  of  those  ports,  and 
thence  intend  to  reach  their  destination  by  sea,  the  entrance-dues 
for  piloting  the  vessels  in  the  first  Netherlands  ports  are  to  be  paid 
in  full;  but  for  returning  to  sea  and  for  piloting  into  the  ports 
of  destination,  only  one  half  the  pilotage-dues  are  to  be  paid,  and 
these  dues  are  to  be  computed  according  to  the  vessel’s  draught 
of  water  after  having  been  lightened. 

§  l.  In  case  of  drift-ice,  as  also  whenever  a  ship  from  want  of 
sufficient  ballast,  or  from  any  serious  damage  to  the  rigging,  helm, 
etc.,  cannot  be  properly  steered,  tbe  pilotage-dues  are  reckoned  at 
the  rate  of  one  and  half  of  the  usual  dues.  By  drift-ice  is  not 
understood  isolated  ice-flakes,  but  drift-ice  in  such  abundance  as 
visibly  to  diminish  the  vessel’ s  rate  of  sailing  or  expose  the  ship 
to  danger;  the  decision  on  this  point  is  left  to  the  highest  officer 
(present)  ol  the  administration  of  the  pilotage-service. 

The  claim  for  pilotage  dues  at  the  rate  of  one  and  half  of  the 
usual  rate  in  the  cases  here  mentioned,  is  not  exacted  for  navi¬ 
gating  vessels  through  closed  canals. 

§  m .  Whenever  an  outward  bound  vessel  having  a  pilot  on  board, 
has  begun  the  voyage  and  is  obliged  to  return  to  port,  one  half 
the  pilotage-dues  are  paid  if  the  vessel  had  reached  the  outer  buoy 
of  the  outlet;  for  a  lesser  distance,  within  the  line  mentioned  in 
§  /  only  one  fourth  of  the  pilotage-dues  is  to  be  paid. 

§  n.  Whenever  by  stormy  weather,  by  dragging  or  breaking 
her  anchors,  or  other  causes  a  vessel  is  obliged  to  leave  her 
anchorage  or  moorings,  and  seek  a  place  of  safety,  or  whenever  a 
vessel  during  an  inland  voyage  and  under  charge  of  a  pilot  cannot 
reach  her  destination,  the  full  amount  of  the  pilotage- dues  is  paid, 
and  for  the  return  voyage  to  the  roads  whence  it  came,  one  half 
of  the  pilotage-dues. 

This  is  also  applied  to  steamers,  when,  making  experimental  trials 
in  the  inland  waters,  they  are  under  the  charge  of  a  pilot. 

§  o.  In  case  the  piloting  of  vessels  to  or  from  any  particular 
place  be  not  expressly  mentioned  in  the  tariff  of  pilotage-dues, 
those  dues  must  be  calculated  in  the  same  proportion  as  those 
dues  for  a  similar  voyage.

CHAPTER  III. 

Art.  21. 

The  distinctive  marks  of  pilot-vessels  are: 

a.  for  sailing -pilots : 

In  the  day-time: 

a  bine  flag  with  white  number,  flying  at  the  topmast  heau,  as 
long  as  pilotage  can  be  performed;  the  name  of  the  station  as 
fully  as  possible,  with  the  number  of  the  vessel  on  one  or  more 
sails  and  on  her  stern; 

At  night: 

a  white  light  at  the  masthead,  and  moreover  a  flash  light 
exhibited  at  intervals  of  15  minutes; 

b.  steam-pilots : 

In  day-time: 

a  blue  flag  with  white  number  at  mast-head,  as  Jong  as  pilotage 
duty  can  be  performed; 

At  night: 

the  regulation  side-lights  for  steamers  and  at  a  minimum  height 
of  6  metres  above  the  hull-  or  if  the  vessel  be  more  than  that 
breadth,  then  at  a  height  of  at  least  such  breadth  — ,  a  bright 
white  light  visible  all  round  the  horizon  and  at  not  less  than 
18  decimetres  in  a  vertical  line  under  the  said  white  light  a 
bright  red  light,  also  of  such  a  character  as  to  be  visible  all 
round,  and  moreover  a  flash  light  at  intervals  of  15  minutes. 

In  a  fog,  in  misty  weather,  falling  snow  or  heavy  rain  storms, 
with  the  addition,  at  intervals  of  not  more  than  2  minutes,  of  one 
prolonged  blast  of  the  syren,  succeeded,  after  a  second,  by  one 
prolonged  blast  with  the  steam  whistle  and  again  after  a  second, 
by  one  prolonged  blast  of  the  syren. 

When  at  anchor  steam  pilot  vessels  shall  ring  the  bell,  at 
intervals  of  not  more  than  1  minute  during  5  seconds. 

Furthermore  a  particular  mark,  which  shall  be  the  same  both 
for  sailing  and  for  steam  pilot-vessels,  to  designate  the  district  or 
the  estuaries  to  which  the  vessels  belong,  in  accordance  with  the 
designs  appended  to  these  Regulations. 

The  Vessel  used  for  inspection  purposes  shall  carry  the  district 
flag  or  pennant  with  the  word  „Inspectie”,  in  the  topmast.

Annex  to  arts  21,  22  and  23  of  the  General 
Regulations  of  the  Pilotage- Service. 
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Art.  22. 

In  harbours  or  docks  when  a  pilot  is  required,  application  must 
be  made  at  the  Pilotage- Office. 

At  sea  or  in  a  roadstead  the  signal  for  a  pilot  is  made  by  using 
or  displaying  separately  or  together  the  following  signals: 

a.  In  the  day-time: 

1.  the  national  flag,  having  round  it  a  white  border,  one-fifth 
of  the  breadth  of  the  flag,  to  be  hoisted  at  the  fore; 

2.  the  International  Code  pilotage  signal,  indicated  by  P.  T. ; 

3.  the  International  Code  flag  S,  with  or  without  the  distinctive 
pennant  over  it; 

4.  the  distance  signal,  viz,  a  cone,  point  upwards,  over  which 
two  balls  or  shapes  resembling  balls  are  hoisted. 

b.  At  night: 

1.  the  pyrotechnic  light,  commonly  known  as  „blue  light”, 
shown  at  intervals  of  15  minutes; 

2.  A  bright  white  light,  flashed  or  shown  at  shorter  frequent 
intervals  just  above  the  bulwarks  for  about  a  minute  at  a  time. 

For  sea-going  vessels  bound  from  the  English  Channel  to  any 
of  the  subjoined  Dutch  estuaries  or  passages,  the  following  addi¬ 
tional  signals  have  been  appointed: 

a.  In  the  day-time:  The  hoisting  of  the  name  signal  of  the 
harbour  of  destination  from  the  International  Signalling  Code. 

b.  At  night : 

1.  for  vessels  bound  for  the  estuary  and  entrance  channels  of 
the  Texel  and  of  IJmuiden ,  two  lanterns  in  a  vertical  line,  the 
upper  one  showing  a  red  and  the  lower  one  a  white  light; 

2.  for  vessels  bound  for  the  estuaries  and  channels  of  Goeree, 
the  Maas  and  Brouwer  shaven,  two  lanterns  in  a  vertical  line,  both 
showing  a  white  light; 

3.  for  vessels  bound  for  the  estuaries  of  the  Scheldt,  three 
lanterns  in  a  vertical  line,  the  upper  one  showing  a  red  and  the 
two  others  a  white  light. 

The  pilot-boat  concerned  shall,  on  her  part,  hoist  the  signal  at 
night  as  a  counter- signal. 

Art.  23. 

Signals  of  distress,  displayed  together  or  separately,  are: 

a.  In  the  day-time : 

1.  a  gun  or  any  other  explosive  signal  fired  at  intervals  of 
about  a  minute; 
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2.  the  International  Code  signal  of  distress  indicated  by  N.  C.; 

3.  the  distance  signal,  consisting  in  a  square  flag  having,  either 
above  or  below  it,  a  ball  or  any  thing  resembling  a  ball; 

4.  the  distance  signal,  consisting  in  a  cone  with  the  point 
upward,  over  or  under  which  a  ball  or  an  object  resembling 
a  ball; 

5.  a  continuous  sounding  from  some  fog-signalling  apparatus ; 

b.  At  night: 

1.  a  gun,  or  any  other  explosive  signal ,  fired  at  intervals  of 
about  a  minute; 

2.  flames  or  flare-up  lights  on  the  ship  (as  from  a  burning 
tar  or  oil  barrel,  etc.) 

3.  rockets  or  shells  emitting  stars  of  any  colour  or  descrip¬ 
tion,  fired  one  at  a  time,  at  short  intervals; 

4.  a  continuous  sounding  with  any  fog-signal  apparatus. 

Art.  25. 

The  quarantine  signal  is  a  yellow  flag  flying  at  the  topmast 
head.  Vessels  not  furnished  with  this  flag  must  hoist  their  national 
flag  at  a  visible  place  in  the  fore  mast  shrouds. 

CHAPTER  IV. 

II  Section. 

Art.  51. 

It  is  strictly  forbidden,  under  any  pretext  whatsoever,  to  anyone 
belonging  to  the  pilotage-service  to  go  on  board  a  ship,  even  were 
she  in  danger,  without  the  consent  of  the  captain  or  of  such  of 
the  crew  as  shall  have  remained  on  board. 

The  aforesaid  personnel  must,  without  the  master's  or  crew’s 
express  consent,  strictly  abstain  from  handling  any  masts,  ropes 
or  other  rigging,  or  from  exercising  any  act  of  authority  in  relation 
to  them,  even  were  the  vessel  stranded  or  full  of  water. 

None  of  the  pilotage  personnel  may,  without  the  consent 
aforesaid,  take  upon  himself  to  break  open  any  hatchways,  to 
unload  and  convey  away  goods  carried  on  board;  any  infraction  of 
this  rule  will  render  the  offender  or  offenders  liable  to  suspension, 
reduction  or  dismissal  according  to  the  circumstances  of  the  case, 
over  and  above  the  penalties  of  the  law  attached  to  it. 

Art.  52. 

In  case  of  ice-drift  in  the  roads  and  in  the  entrance-passages 
and  channels,  the  crews  of  the  pilot-vessels  are  bound  to  assist 
ships  as  much  ns  possible,  when  ordered  to  do  so. 
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Art.  53. 

If  any  vessel  whilst  in  charge  of  a  pilot,  runs  aground  and  is 
got  off  again  with  extraneous  aid  and  assistance,  the  pilot  in 
charge  may,  on  no  pretext  whatever,  share  in  the  remuneration 
granted  for  such  aid,  under  penalty  of  dismissal,  besides  having  to 
refund  any  money  received  by  him. 

CHAPTER  V. 

1st  Section. 

Art  56. 

Whenever  a  ship's  captain  requires  the  services  of  a  pilot  to 
carry  out  anchors,  hawsers  or  cables  for  the  placing  or  removing 
of  his  anchorage  and  moorings  and  other  services  necessary  to 
ensure  the  vessel’s  safety,  an  assistant-pilot  will  in  the  first  place 
be  charged  with  the  duty. 

Art.  58. 

With  the  exception  of  those  stations  where  the  Pilotage  Board 
puts  the  pilot  on  board  and  takes  him  off,  masters  of  vessels 
are  themselves  obliged  to  fetch  the  pilot  from  his  station  and  to 
put  him  ashore  again  at  the  termination  of  his  pilotage  voyage. 

Art.  60. 

At  the  end  of  the  pilotage  voyage  the  captain  shall  fill  up  and 
sign  a  certificate  to  he  handed  to  him  by  the  pilot,  as  a  testimony 
that  the  ship  has  been  properly  piloted. 

Should  the  ship  not  have  been  properly  piloted,  or  the  soundings 
not  have  been  performed  as  required,  a  declaration  to  that  effect 
must  be  made  in  the  certificate. 

The  pilot  will  countersign  the  certificate  and  hand  it  over  to  the 
Commissioner  of  the  station  to  which  the  vessel  is  taken. 

Without  a  satisfactory  certificate  the  pilot  is  not  entitled  to 
receive  his  pay,  unless  it  be  proved  that  the  captain,  may  be,  had 
refrained  from  signing  the  certificate  for  other  reason  foreign  to  the 
pilotage,  and  that  the  pilot  had  satisfactorily  acquitted  himself  of 
his  task. 

The  aforesaid  pilot  certificates  are  printed  in  Dutch,  English,  French 
and  German,  in  accordance  with  the  forms  appended  to  these 
Regulations. 

Art.  61. 

No  masters  of  vessels  shall  uulade  or  throw  overboard  any 
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ballast,  soiall-coal,  coal-dust  or  ashes  of  any  kind  whatever  into 
the  waters  of  the  roadsteads,  rivers  or  navigable  channels. 

The  pilot  shall  strenuously  oppose  such  doings,  and  should  he 
observe  that  any  act  is  committed  in  contravention  of  this  order, 
notwithstanding  his  warning,  he  shall  report  the  matter,  as  soon  as 
possible,  to  the  pilotage  authorities  at  the  place  of  arrival. 

Art.  62. 

As  long  as  the  pilots  remain  on  board,  they  shall  be  provided 
by  the  captain  with  proper  food  and  a  good  berth,  free  of  charge. 

If  no  food  can  be  supplied  on  board  f  1. —  (one  guilder)  a  day 
is  to  be  paid  in  lieu  thereof. 

The  pilot  may  further  claim  payment  of  f  2,50  a  day  in  the 
following  cases: 

1.  Whenever  the  captain  thinks  proper,  either  for  the  safety  of 
his  ship  or  for  the  performance  of  the  services  referred  to  in 
art.  56  of  this  Order,  to  take  or  keep  a  pilot  on  board,  or  requests 
one  to  remain  on  board  after  he  shall  have  discharged  the  duties 
for  which  he  was,  in  the  first  instance,  engaged,  that  he  may 
dispose  of  his  services  later  on; 

2.  when  the  captain  has  engaged  a  pilot,  but  not  intending  to 
proceed  on  his  voyage,  discharges  him; 

3.  whenever  a  vessel,  whilst  in  charge  of  a  pilot,  but  without 
his  being  in  any  way  to  blame,  shall  have  grounded,  received  or 
done  any  damage,  so  that  she  cannot  continue  her  voyage  or  shall 
be  detained  by  winds,  weather  or  tides,  in  which  cases  the  com¬ 
pensatory  pay  of  /  2,50  a  day  will  begin  with  the  fourth  day  of 
the  detention; 

4.  if,  after  the  pilot  is  already  aboard,  the  captain  shall  delay 
setting  sail  or  steaming  away,  though  wind  and  weather  offer  no 
impediment,  whenever  such  detention  shall  last  longer  than  six  hours; 

5.  if  a  vessel  with  the  pilot  already  in  charge  or  during  the 
pilotage-voyage,  is  detained  in  passing  through  locks,  sluices  or 
bridges,  independent,  of  the  pilot’s  will,  as  also  for  the  taking  in 
of  ballast,  whenever  such  delay  shall  last  longer  than  the  space  of 
24  hours; 

6.  whenever,  on  account  of  her  great  draught,  a  vessel  has  to 
lighten  or  shall  stop  to  take  in  goods,  whereby  more  than  one  tide 
is  lost  in  the  streams  or  in  the  harbours,  and  more  than  24  hours 
in  the  canals; 

7.  whenever  a  pilot  shall  be  compelled  to  remain  aboard  his 
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vessel,  which,  pursuant  to  the  Law  of  28th  March  1877  (State 
Calendar  of  Laws  n°.  35).  amended  by  that  of  the  8th  April  1893 
(State  Calendar  of  Laws  u°.  63),  is  prohibited  from  haviug  any 
communication  with  the  shore,  if  such  detention  has  exceeded 
6  complete  hours; 

8.  if  the  pilot  is  not  put  ashore,  but  is  taken  out  to  sea  bv  the 
captain,  in  addition  to  the  expenses  of  disembarkation  and  voyage 
home.  Should  it  subsequently,  after  due  enquiry,  appear  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  Pilotage  Board,  that  the  pilot  was  carried  out  to 
sea  by  force  majeure,  and  could  not  be  transferred  to  a  Netherlands 
pilot-boat  at  sea,  the  aforesaid  extra  daily  allowance  and  travelling- 
expenses  will  be  refunded  by  the  Government. 

The  day’s  pay  is  raised  to  four  guilders  whenever  the  pilot  is 
charged  with  the  giving  of  indications,  with  the  making  of  a 
survey  of  the  navigable  channels,  or  ascertaining  whether  the 
buoys  and  beacons  are  in  their  proper  places. 

In  all  the  provisions  of  this  article  a  part  of  a  day  is  reckoned 
as  a  whole  and  the  day  is  reckoned  to  begin  at  midnight  and  to 
last  24  hours. 

Art.  63. 

Whenever  a  pilot  brings  a  ship  into  an  estuary  or  sea  passage 
outside  his  district,  the  captain  shall  pay  the  pilot  his  travelling 
expenses  back  to  his  station,  in  addition  to  the  pilotage  fees. 

3d  Section. 

Art.  75. 

Pilots  must  not,  under  any  pretext  whatever,  endeavour  to  induce 
captains  not  to  run  into  a  particular  harbour,  nor,  being  outward 
bound,  take  any  other  waterway  than  the  one  that  would  best 
promote  the  object  of  the  voyage,  under  a  penalty  of  from  f  16, — 
to  f  30,— 

Art.  81. 

Pilots  shall  not  demand  more  than  the  fixed  dues  nor  shall  they, 
under  any  pretext,  solicit  any  tips  or  gifts. 

Besides  having  to  return  anything  they  may  have  thus  received, 
the  pilot  offending  will  be  subject  to  a  maximum4  penalty  of 
f  20.—  (f  2,50- f  20,—  ). 
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EXTRACT  from  the  special  regulation  for  the  pilotage-service 
in  the  IV  and  V  district. 

(Goeree,  Maas  and  Brouwersliaven.) 

Art.  1. 

The  functions  of  the  pilots  in  these  districts  are: 

For  the  Sea-pilotage, 

I.  The  piloting  from  sea  into  the  approaches  of: 

a.  Goeclereede,  as  far  as  the  roadstead  of  Hellevoetsluis,  or, 
should  the  pilot  there  not  be  able  to  go  on  board,  without  anchoring, 
into  the  outer  haven  of  the  Voorne  Canal,  or  into  the  Marine  Haven; 

b.  the  Hoek  van  Holland  as  far  as  the  pilotage  station,  or  on  to 
the  anchorage,  or  —  without  anchoring  there  —  into  the  harbour 
of  Maassluis; 

c.  Brouwersliaven,  as  far  as  the  roadstead,  or  without  anchoring 
in  the  roads,  into  Dwars-in-den-Weg. 

II.  The  piloting  to  sea  from  the  roads  or,  if  so  ordered  by  the 
Pilotage  administration,  out  of  the  above  mentioned  havens. 

For  the  inland  pilotage, 

the  piloting  over  the  navigable  waters  between  the  havens  of 
Hellevoetsluis,  Maassluis,  Brouwersliaven,  Rotterdam,  Schiedam 
and  Dordrecht  and  between  these  and  other  harbours  and  places 
situated  on  those  waters,  either  into  the  roads,  or  at  those  places, 
that  have  no  special  harbour  pilots,  without  anchoring,  right  into 
the  havens;  further,  from  all  the  aforesaid  navigable  waters,  havens 
or  roadsteads  to  Zierikzee,  Goessche  Sas,  Veere,  Middelburgh, 
Flushing ,  Wemeldinge  and  Hansweert. 

By  piloting  into  or  out  of  the  havens  in  the  4th  and  5th 
districts,  is  understood  the  piloting  to  within  the  harbour  moles 
or  heads  and  the  reverse. 

Art.  2. 

The  stations  are:  in  the  4th  district: 

Hellevoetsluis,  -  Hoek  van  Holland,  -  Maassluis,  -  Rotterdam, 

The  station  Maassluis  has  a  post  of  one  or  more  pilots,  licensed 
also  to  pilot  to  sea,  at  Schiedam  and  at  Vlaardingen. 
in  the  5th  district:  Brouwersliaven,  -  Dordrecht. 

Art.  7. 

Four  or  five  pilot-vessels  are  destined  for  service  in  the 

English  Channel. 

In  the  day-time,  if  it  be  by  any  means  possible,  they  shall 
always  cruise  within  two  German  miles  of  the  Singels  lighthouse 
(Dungeness)  and  at  night  they  must  remain  in  the  vicinity  of  the 
said  lighthouse  or,  in  exceptional  circumstances,  anchor  there;  besides 
being  bound,  on  a  vessel’s  signalling  for  a  pilot,  to  provide  her 
with  one  as  soon  as  possible. 

The  pilot-vessels  cruising  in  the  English  Channel  must  not  leave 
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their  cruising-ground  before  they  have  parted  with  all  their  pilots 
to  ships  needing  them,  unless  another  pilot-vessel  shall  have  come 
to  relieve  them  and  can  take  over  their  remaining  pilots,  who  will 
then  be  first  on  the  roster  for  piloting  duty. 

Art.  8. 

Three  steamers  are  destined  for  service  in  the  estuary  at  Hoek  van 
Holland ,  two  of  which  shall  be  out  at  sea  by  night  as  well  as  by  day. 

Two  sailing-vessels  are  destined  for  service  in  the  navigable 
approaches  and  waters  of  Goedereede  and  Brouwershaven ,  one  of 
which  shall  be  out  at  sea  by  night  as  well  as  by  day. 

The  steamers  off*  the  Hoek  van  Holland,  will  as  far  as  wind  and 
sea  permit,  confine  their  movements  to  the  limits  laid  down  for 
that  cruising-ground.  Special  provisions  will  regulate  the  cruising- 
grounds  of  the  pilot-steamers  stationed  there. 

The  sailing-vessel  off  the  navigable  approaches  and  waters  of 
Goedereede  and  Brouwershaven  will,  whenever  it  is  all  possible, 
keep  cruising  within  one  or  two  German  miles  seaward  of  the 
outer  buoyage  between  the  bearings  lighthouse  West-Schouwen 
(S.  S.  E.  magnetic),  and  lighthouse  Goedereede  (S.  E.  b.  E.  magnetic), 
where,  considering  the  prevailing  wind  and  tide,  most  ships  are  to 
be  expected,  taking  good  care,  all  the  time,  to  cover  especially  the 
estuary  of  Goedereede  as  much  as  possible. 

This  must  also  be  borne  in  mind  in  stopping  tide  or  in  a  calm, 
always  under  the  obligation,  at  a  ship’s  first  signal  for  a  pilot,  of 
providing  her  with  oue  with  due  despatch. 

The  pilot- vessels  at  sea  are  to  be  relieved  every  seven  days,  in 
accordance  with  a  rotationary  list  to  be  kept  by  the  Commissioner 
of  the  outward  station,  subject  to  the  Inspector’s  approval. 

None  of  the  above  pilot-boats  shall  enter  the  adjacent  cruising- 
ground,  nor  run  into  port  for  their  turn  of  rest,  until  they  shall 
have  been  superseded. 

When  returning  to  complete  their  supply  of  pilots,  they  shall 
not  enter  the  haven ,  unless  it  be  necessary,  but  must  ship  the 
pilots  in  the  roadstead  outside  or  in  the  estuary. 

Art.  11. 

The  local  Pilotage  administration  shall  see  that  the  pilot  of  an 
outward-bound  ship  is  brought  off,  after  he  shall  have  discharged 
the  duties  for  which  he  was  engaged.  As  a  rule  the  pilot  relief- 
boat  shall  accompany  outward  vessels,  or  be  outside  in  time  to 
take  off  the  pilot  at  sea. 

Should  the  state  of  the  weather  not  allow  of  the  pilot  being  got 
off  his  ship  at  sea  in  the  way  prescribed,  he  shall  be  transferred 
where  it  can  be  done  without  danger  to  the  ship  or  to  the  crew 
of  the  craft  that  is  to  land  him,  unless  the  captain  prefer  to 
transfer  the  pilot  to  one  of  the  coast  pilot-vessels  cruising  outside. 
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Appended  to  art.  45
